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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


The  Committee  of  the  Fairford  Cottage  Hospital  beg  to  present 
to  their  Subscribers  their  79th  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of 
Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1947. 

A  record  of  the  work  undertaken  during  the  year  will  be  found 
on  page  8.  The  accounts  show  a  loss  of  income  both  on  account  of 
Voluntary  Gifts,  and  on  account  of  Services  Rendered. 

The  loss  on  account  of  Voluntary  Gifts  was  anticipated  in  the 
interim  period  between  the  passing  of  the  New  Health  Act,  and  the 
taking  over  of  Hospitals  by  the  Government. 

The  loss  on  account  of  Services  Rendered  may  be  explained 
partially  by  the  difficulty  of  admitting  cases  at  different  periods  owing 
to  shortage  of  nursing  staff. 

The  accounts  show  a  slight  saving  in  expenditure  under  the 
headings  affected  by  the  less  number  of  patient  days. 

The  Statistical  figures  show  an  increase  in  the  cost  per  head 
per  week  per  patient  of  Average  cost  16/11  total  cost  19/10. 

Costs  have  risen,  but  your.Committee  consider  the  rise  is  mainly 
due  to  there  having  been  362  less  patient  days. 

They  advise  the  Meeting  to  accept  the  accounts  and  report  as 
a  reasonably  satisfactory  result  to  a  year’s  work  carried  on  under  con¬ 
siderable  difficulties,  especially  the  shortage  of  nursing  staff. 

The  attention  of  Subscribers  should  be  drawn  to  the  future  of 
the  Hospital  when  the  New  Health  Act  with  regard  to  Hospitals 
comes  into  force. 

Your  Committee  regret  they  have  no  definite  information  to 
give  Subscribers  beyond  what  has  appeared  in  the  press,  and  may  be 
read  in  the  Act. 

They  have  been  instructed  to  make  a  return  of  all  property 
owned  by  the  Hospital,  and  an  estimate  of  expenditure  for  1948. 

They  have  taken  part  in  discussions  over  the  fixing  of  the 
boundaries  of  the  region  in  which  it  is  supposed  this  Hospital  will  be 
included. 

It  is  clear  that  the  Hospital  will  not  be  taken  over  this  year, 
and  that  we  must  rely  on  our  ordinary  sources  of  income. 

Your  Committee  wish  to  express  to  the  Subscribers  the  loss 
suffered  by  the  Hospital  on  the  deaths  of  Mr.  Gantlett  and  The  Rev. 
F.  Gibbs. 

Mr.  Gantlett  in  the  past  by  his  successful  work  for  the  Fairford 
Carnival  provided  funds  for  most  of  the  improvements  carried  out  at 
the  Hospital  over  many  years. 

The  Rev.  F.  Gibbs  took  the  greatest  interest  in  the  Hospital  as 
a  member  of  the  Committee,  and  Trustee. 

Your  Committee  sincerely  thank  all  who  have  generously 
supported  our  funds  during  the  year. 

They  thank  the  Collectors  for  the  Radcliffe  Scheme. 

The  thanks  of  your  Committee  are  extended  to  the  Medical, 
Surgical,  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff  . 

They  thank  the  Matron  for  her  care  of  patients  and  management
